of Cloquet Forest E xperim ent Kta- 
fon busy ever Since the Cones carne 
piling

In the Lake States, N or­ 
way pine has proved itself to be an 
excellent tree 
when planted on 
a 
large scale for forest purposes, ac­ 
cording to the Federal foresters. The 
m ain difficulity w ith raising th e tree 
'n Ute nursery has be* n th e high co*? 
af tile seed due to its scarcity, for the 
Norway pine bears cones only a t lr 
reg u la r intervals of several years. 
The present large crop is therefore a 
m a tte r of considerable interest to all 
engaged 
in 
reforestation 
projects. 
Most of th e cones se at in for extra - 
tion at Cloquet cam e from the M in­ 
nesota S tate Forest Service and the 
seed produced will be Used in the 
State nurseries. 
A 
bushel of Norway pine cones 
yields roughly a pound of seed, a e r 
cording 
to 
local 
estimate*. 
The 
-teedg are small and light and run 
from 55,OOO to 7$,0#fi to (he pound. 
of which in case of good avera;:** 
seed, about 85 to 9'* per cent can be 
counted on to g erm in ate under nor* 
nal conditions.

sines grow ing up on th e M innesota 
S tate Forests in the next few reasons 
from the need extracted this year at 
Cloquet.
